them .”

Beef Cut Bid Set 
For Appalachia’s 
Farm Provisions 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 
William H. Harsha. R-Ohio, says 
he will offer an amendment to 
the Appalachia bill to strike 
from it the provisions for pas­ 
ture improvement and develop­ 
ment. 
The Appalachia bill, aimed at 
helping portions of IO states, in­ 
cludes a provision which would 
authorize $17 million for grants 
to landowners for the improve­ 
ment and development of pas­ 
ture land for livestock. 
This section of the bill, Har- 
sha said, .should be stricken. He 
said the state and agriculture 
departments recently entered in­ 
to agreements with foreign coun­ 
tries guaranteeing an increase 
in imported beef products at a 
rate higher than ever before 
reached. 
Harsha said the departments 
claim that overproduction by 
local cattlemen has created the 
low market price for beef. 
“ Now,” he said, “ the federal 
government is in the process of 
spending hundreds of millions 
of dollars purchasing beef to 
stimulate a false market, and it 
makes little sense to turn right 
around and spend an additional 
$17 million to increase beef pro­ 
duction.”

Wreck Jersey City Area 


JE R S E Y CITY, N J. (AP) - i 


Helmeted 
policemen 
patrolled 
the glass-littered streets of Jer­ 
sey City’s Negro district today 
where a rioting mob of young1 
Negroes a t t a c k e d officers, \ 
broke w i n d o w s and looted 
stores. 


Police said 13 Negroes were 
arrested during Sunday night's 
outbreak — the first incident of 
this scale in this northern New 
Jersey city that faces Manhat­ 
tan across the Hudson River. 


Mayor Thomas J. Whelan, at 
the scene just south of the La­ 
fayette housing project, said, 
“ It seems to me to be an over­ 
flow from the occurrences in 
New York City and Rochester ” ! 


Police said 23 persons, includ­ 
ing IO police officers, were in­ 
jured during the more than four 
hours of disturbances. A white 
woman, her son and daughter, 
were 
beaten 
and 
their car 
smashed 
while driving down 
Grand Street. 


Much of the rioting was ran 
dom missile-throwing with 
as 
many as 500 bystanders watch­ 
ing, by police estimate. But be­ 
tween ll p m. and 11:30 pm. at 
least 200 Negroes formed in a 
group and moved down Grand 
Street. 
A car with seven Negroes in­ 
side drove toward a force of po­ 
lice on the street, almost run­ 
ning down several officers. 


The 
car’s 
occupants, 
six 
adults and one 17-year-old girl, 
were removed at gunpoint. The 
girl was held as a juvenile de­ 
linquent and the adults were 
charged 
with 
disorderly con­ 
duct, police said. 
On orders to disperse 
the 
crowd, police formed a wedge 
and advanced, firing shots in 
the air. 
The crowd broke into small 
pockets and faded into door­ 
ways and down side streets. 
At IO: 45 p.m. John Hudak Jr., 
22, his mother. Dorothy, 47. and 


sister, also Dorothy, 13, were 
set upon in their car by a group 
of Negro youths. 


Hudak was admitted in satis­ 
factory condition at Jersey City 
Medical Center. His face was 
cut severely. The mother and 
daughter were sent home. 
This city of 280,000, second 
largest 
in 
New Jersey, 
has 
about a 17 per cent Negro popu 
jlation.

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Appeal Made For A Lifeguard 


Touched off by a recent drowning, an 
appeal has reached our desk that a life­ 
guard be stationed at the former Dam 9 
site near Newell if swimming is to be 
permitted there. 
The appeal was made in a letter from 


a Hancock County couple. Mr and Mrs. 
Benny Shifflett, who suggested that the 
area — known as the John F. Kennedy 
Memorial Park and the scene of exten­ 
sive boating activity — either be closed 
to swimming or adequate protection be 
afforded the swimmers The writers ex­ 
pressed their feelings as follows: 


“ Like ourselves, there are many oth­ 
er parents concerned about their chil­ 
dren's safety 
around 
this 
dangerous 
Ohio River. 
“ Since the river banks have b e e n 
cleaned off and so many people go to 
the river for boating, it makes t h e 
river more inviting for children to want 
to go swimming. This JF R park is not 
safe for anyone to go swimming be­ 
cause of the boats and no lifeguard. 


“ We think it is a disgrace that men 
are paid to just write down license 
numbers and boat numbers and why a 


lifeguard is not hired for the people's 
safety. Which is more important? 
“ The 14-year-old boy who drowned 
last Monday will not be the last one 
if further action is not taken to pre­ 
vent these unnecessary accidents, which 
might have been prevented if there had 
been a lifeguard there. 
“ If this park 
is 
just 
for 
boating, 
there should be a sign informing the 
people not to swim. And if it is for 
swimming, too, there should be a cer­ 
tain area roped off and a lifeguard on 
hand and it should be made safe for 
swimming. 
“ We think any one who has children 
should think about this, and for their 
own safety also. We hope something 
is done soon before another accident 
happens.” 
The letter makes a lot of sense and 
deserves the full consideration of the Han­ 
cock County commissioners who were in­ 
strumental in establishing the attractive 
and much - used park along the river 
front on the West Virginia side. 
If funds are available, a regular life­ 
guard seems advisable Boaters often have 
their troubles in water, too. 


Are You Eligible To Vote? 


Campaigns are under way all over the 
United States — by both Republicans and 
Democrats — to make sure that the party 
faithful are properly registered so they 
will be eligible to vote when the all-im­ 
portant general election takes place Nov.

It s a very simple matter to call or vis­ 
it the County Election Board offices on 
W. fith St., across from City Hall, and 
make certain of your status. Failure to 
do so can only reflect a lack of interest 
that marks those unwilling to accept their 
full responsibility as citizens. 
Once more, the registration deadline is 
Sept. 23. lf you’re not sure whether you’re 
eligible to vote Nov. 3. don't waste time. 
Check now with the Election Board.

He knew such a movement could use 
all the assistance it could get, and if 
there was any way he could help to let 
him know 
He even considered the pos­ 
sibility he had a meeting place available 
for such a group until he remembered 
tht place was on the second floor and 
practically inaccessible for wheel chairs. 


In a tone of encouragement, rather 
than 
discouragement, 
he said, 
“ There 
isn’t going to be any manna from heaven 
fall into your lap.” 


TH E SECOND call was from a woman 
who had been a sponsor of a somewhat 
similar group for handicapped children 
and young people 
She said a private 
swimming pool probably could be made 
available for outings if and when mem­ 
bers of the proposed club wanted it. The 
activities of her children's group were 
largely sponsored by various church or­ 
ganizations. 
Another call was from a man who gets 
around with the aid of braces on his legs 
and with crutches He said to count him 
as a member when the group started.

The weather was dry where 
they live. They don’t understand why I 
would lie about it. 


But the buttery fellows on television are 
giving regional reports. Weather is not re­ 
gional; it is local. 


The Pow er Of The Vice Presidency 


Since President Kennedy's as­ 
sassination, 
the 
country 
has 
been getting along without a 
vice president — a state of af­ 
fairs that will not be rectified 
until 
the 
new 
administration 
takes office. 
The year-long vice presiden­ 
tial vacuum has left both direct 
and indirect marks on history. 
In the absence of a vice presi­ 
dent, President Johnson is un­ 
willing to travel abroad Thus, 
to the extent that a foreign trip 
becomes necessary, the chief 
executive would nevertheless be 
forced to remain at home under 
his self-imposed limitation. 
But the vacancy in the second 
highest office in the land has 
created several subtle problems 
in Washington. The unfilled post 
is unique, 
because, in recent 
years, it has straddled legisla­ 
tive, 
executive 
and 
political 
functions. 
Its Constitutional duties are 
strictly legislative 
the v i c e 
president presides over the Sen­ 
ate and casts the tie-breaking 
vote in case of a deadlock. 
When a deadlock ensues dur­ 
ing the present Senate session, 
the motion 
fails 
Sen. C a r l 
Hayden. D-Ariz . has taken over 
Johnson’s 
ceremonial 
Senate 
functions, but 
not 
his r e a l 
power. 


BY THE EA RLY days of the 
New Deal, the vice president 
had emerged 
as 
a 
powerful 
figure on Capitol Hill Although 
John Nance earner of Texas, 
vice president in the first eight 
years of the Roosevelt admini­ 
stration. once characterized his 
office as not being 
“ worth a 
pitcher of warm spit.” he often 
used 
his 
influence to switch 
Senate votes. 
In the opening four years, 
darner often left the presiding 
officer’s chair to work directly 
on the floor in behalf of the 
President’s programs. But, 
in 
the balance of his term — when 
he had hopes of moving up to 
the White House — (lamer used 
his power, just as effectively, to 
thwart the President. 
As former majority leader of 
the Senate. Johnson understands 
the legislators' ways to a finer 
degree than perhaps any work­ 
ing 
politician 
in 
Washington 
But as 
president of the Sen­ 
ate" he played a diminutive 
Capitol Hill role, in deference to 
the 
less-experienced 
ex-junior 
senator f r o m 
Massachusetts 
who had won the White House 
“ He supplied us with mvalu-

able intelligence.” a Kennedy 
man who has since left the ad­ 
ministration reported. “ Had he 
lived. I'm positive that J a c k 
would have been much surer of 
himself in the second term I'm 
sure he would have turned Lyn­ 
don loose on the Senate ” 
But Kennedy brought the vice 
president into a host of admini­ 
strative duties at the Cabinet 
level. And. in assuming power, 
Johnson has tended to follow 
through on the earlier assign­ 
ments, thus adding to his al­ 
ready overburdened workload. 


HIS PREVIOUS tasks includ­ 
ed membership in the executive 
committee of the National Se­ 
curity Council, the nation's top 
strategy board: the chairman­ 
ship of the Equal Employment 
Opportunities C o m m i s s i o n , 
which sought to halt job bias 
among government contractors; 
and over all charge 
of 
U.S. 
space activities as chairman of 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Council. 
In less clearly defined assign­ 
ments. Johnson served as one of 
the President s leading political 
operatives. He m a i n t a i n e d 
strong ties with groups that the 
New Frontier had yet to fully 
penetrate. And as a good-will 
ambassador abroad, he s ol d 
American policies 
from Paki 
stan to Scandinavia 
With the vice presidency va­ 
cant. both these high-level polit­ 
ical and diplomatic roles have 
gone largely unattended 
His main role, however, was 
that of a presidential under­ 
study. “ Despite his various as­ 
signments." one participant dur­ 
ing 
Kennedy years 
recalled. 
“ Lyndon still had plenty of time 
just to sit, watch, and learn. 


He never usurped hus function. 
But he was ready to take over 
on Nov. 22.” 


THE SUBSEQUENT vacancy, 
however, leaves no one ready to 
take over should Johnson die 
or become incapacitated before 
next January. His successor, by 
law. would be the speaker of the 
House — a post held by Rep. 
John W. McCormack, Massach- 
setts. The 72-year-old veteran of 
South Boston politics is tar less 
equipped than Johnson was to 
assume the presidency. 
The vice presidency, as Rich­ 
ard M Nixon amply proved, is 
a good springboard from which 
to aspire to the top job. The 
running mate chosen by the 
Democrats in Atlantic City is 
most likely to emerge as John­ 
son’s political successor when­ 
ever the Texan retires from 
office. 
Meantime, this key bar in the 
ascending scale of Democratic 
hierarchy has been left tempo­ 
rarily empty, opening still an­ 
other power vacuum. 
The country, nevertheless, has 
gone along without a vice pres­ 
ident through 38 of its 175 years. 
Sixteen administrations h a v e 
been similarly afflicted. 
While Johnson's big corner of­ 
fice in the Capitol has gone to 
Sen Hayden, the president pro 
tem. no one has inherited the 
power and influence that John­ 
son exercised from these cham­ 
bers. 
With the vice presidency up 
for grabs again, no one is slight­ 
ing the role, least of all John­ 
son As he put it once last year 
“ I have never felt that the 
vice presidency was a come­ 
down from anything else except 
the presidency.”

The 
Dlobe and Mail, published in 
Toronto, notes that while the so­ 
called "sanctions” against Cas­ 
tro's Cuba are little more than 
a reaffirmation of what have 
been in existence before, the 
vote on these resolutions shows 
quite plainly how deeply divid­ 
ed are the 
Latin 
American 
states in their attitude toward 
Cuba 


THIS IS a source of satisfac­ 
tion to this Canadian 
paper, 
since the government and trad­ 
ing interests of the Dominion 
have been enjoying a thriving 
business with Castro during all 
of our troubles with the dictator. 


The Dlobe and Mail, no doubt 
in retaliation because of 
th e 
freedom with which our own 
government has denounced co­ 
lonialism in the Old 
Wo r l d , 
says that the meeting of the 
foreign ministers “ has provided 
the world with a working dem­ 
onstration of U.S. colonialism: 
how many of the states which 
voted with the United States are 
heavily dependent upon U. S. 
aid!*” 
The use of the word “ colon­ 
ialism" is merely a m i l d e r 
form of what Castro himself 
would say. His term would be 
“ capitalistic imperialism " The 
difference is not substantial. It 
is merely semantic.

The Dlobe and Mail says that 
Castro has agreed to stop sup­ 
porting 
revolutionary 
rn o v e- 
ments in Latin American coun­ 
tries. 
This 
promise 
to 
stop 
supporting 
revolutionary 
ele­ 
ments in Latin America would 
be conditioned upon our agree­ 
ments to stop all support of re­ 
volutionary efforts in the OAS 


member nations aimed at the 
overthrow of Castro. 
The Canadian view 
is that 
Castro has been more 
sinned 
against than sinning. 
Another 
“ concession” which 
the Globe and Mail hails is a 
suggestion by Castro that he 
will be willing to pull 
b a c k 
Cuban guards around the U. S. 
base at Guantanamo “ by sev­ 
eral hundred yards” as a part 
of his friendly gestures. As if 
it makes any difference to the 
United States whether t h e r e 
are Cuban “ guards” around our 
naval base or not! We are quite 
capable of doing all the guard­ 
ing that is necessary there. 
The Canadian lament is that 
the United States seems unwill­ 
ing to put Castro’s “ good” pro­ 
fessions to the test. 


THE SORT of “ test” which is 
implied is that we accept as 
permanent a Communist dic­ 
tatorship at our shores, that we 
accept as permanent that coun­ 
try’s occupation by Soviet forc­ 
es, that we labor to prevent 
Cuban exiles who have

IN SHORT. Canada suggests.

shall lose the friendship of the 
“ Western democracies.” 
To be sure, Canada carf onl\ 
speak for itself. Rut even thi* 
presentation of such an alterne 
live seems strange in the light 
of the ties which have bound 
our mutual interests.

To Gardening i 


hardening is a favorite hobby | 
of many home owners. To this 
blessed breed, there’s nothing 
more relaxing than digging and 
potting, planning and planting. 
But gardeners, like o t h e r 
hobbiests, need a special work 
center, preferably one located 
right in the garden. 
A delightful and practical de­ 
sign encloses a gardener’s pot­ 
ting bench on two sides with a 
screen wall lacing the garden 
and a full - sized storage wall 
at the back. Overhead, a slat 
roof built on an egg-crate frame 
provides shade for the work cen­ 
ter in attractive fashion 
A workable plan would allow 
a 12-foot length for the struc­ 
ture. or more, and a six-foot 
width between storage wall and 
screen wall. Depth of storage 
units will vary according 
to 
need, but plan about three feet 
maximum 
The arrangement is ideal be­ 
cause it allows the gardener to 
be outdoors, yet under shade, 
while working, and the storage 
wall keeps equipment snug and 
weatherproof. 
You’ll gain points if you can 
locate the storage wall directly 
adjoining the driveway, because 
bins for mulch and the like can 
be included and built 
to be 
loaded right from the driveway 
and unloaded on the garden site 
The entire workshop can be 
built with western red c e d a r 
lumber Strong 4-by-4s would be 
recommended 
for 
supporting 
posts 
and 
roof 
beams , 
with 2-bv-6s used for the egg- 
crate roof framing The su n ­ 
shade section could be I-by-1 
slats spaced an inch apart. Two- 
by-fours are needed to frame 
the storage wall, which can be 
sided either to match the house 
or in a contrasting siding pat­ 
tern. 
The screen wall at the front 
could be made up of sections of 
spaced cedar I-by-4s which are 
installed 
horizontally between 
the roof support posts. A dan­ 
dy idea 
is 
to design 
these 
screens so that the top half of 
each folds down. 
Many gardeners will want to 
use the shaded workshop also as 
a place to display hanging bas­ 
kets for fuchsias and begonias 
And the foldover screen, when 
lowered, will act as a perfect 
display case.
